The slater 
my Father left behind is also 
dead, leaving three sons who 
wore nway at work and onavail- 
able during my visit. T met the 
wife of one of them, whose first 
nueation related to the possi- 
bility of coming to America. 

At this point, the local grape- 
vine hud spread the word and 
the street in front of the little 
house swarmed with villagers. 
They were obviously delighted 
to welrome me and wanted {to 
know all about me and my fam- 
fly. A surveillance loam had 
picked us up on the border of 
Bialystok Province and follow- 
od og.
